attorneys a general briefing of the matters that had taken place 
at Leeds Castle. Some of the attorneys had already been briefed 4 
on the meetings and others had been in attendance at Leeds Castle. 
There was no discussion of any arrangement to set up a committee 
of counsel or similar structure in Europe. 

During a portion of our discussion we learned that 
Dieter von Specht had not been informed of the "compendium".of 
comments by the Medical Behavior Research Group concerning the CCC 
response. Since Dieter von Specht had already left for Hamburg, I 
•suggested to Alex Morini that he try to reach Richard Hadden or 
Dieter von Specht to make sure that Dieter got this information 
and ! was not "surprised" by it at the Friday meeting in Hamburg. 

Alex Morini called Richard Hadden and requested that he try to 
reach Dieter von Specht to alert him to a potential problem. Due 
to my flight schedule, I left the meeting as the group was adjourn¬ 
ing for lunch. I do not know what discussions were had during the 
luncheon period. Alex Morini also left with me to return to his 
office. 


I then met with Paul Isenring and we went to the airport 44. 
together. We arrived in Hamburg in the late afternoon and met for 
dinner with the Task Force members.

1. Organize a communication system. The working parties 
are to give monthly reports to the interim office. These are to 
be monitored and summarized by the staff of the interim office. 




2. The interim office is to collect information on the 
tobacco situation in the various countries. It was hoped that the 
office could become a store house of such information. Summaries 
of the situations could be prepared and distributed to the members. 

3. Association papers submitted to their own governments, 
etc., should be also submitted to and monitored by the interim 
office. 


-■ 4. They are to prepare a list of information that 

should be maintained by ICOSI. An inventory could be prepared by 
each company and a selection made. This task was apparently 
assigned to Dr. Senkus.

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It was then discussed that in regard to the October 12 
meeting in Copenhagen, Kit Stewart Lockhart (chairman of the • 

Executive Committee) would attend together with Dieter von Specht, 

Paul I senring and Martin Mulholland to explain the objectives of 
ICOSI, the various committees and roles, etc. A major meeting of . 
all associations is still being planned for 1979 to explain ICOSI 
and 1 ask for help and suggestions. Mr. Mulholland then explained 
that Philip Morris Europe and R. J. Reynolds had been assigned the 
major effort to cover the Fourth World Conference on Smoking and | 

Health in Stockholm. This was to be a "low key” undertaking to 
assemble and provide information to the various associations. The 
coordinators must have a plan ready for submission to the Executive mm 
Committee for the meeting scheduled in Amsterdam in February 1979 •

for approval. This was necessary since Trevor King (Imperial) 
made the request that he would like to see the final typed copy 
before giving his company's approval. I was requested to send to 
Tim Finnegan some additional carbon monoxide materials from the 
EEC. I subsequently did this while in Lausanne.

Subsequent to the meeting, Ernst Brtickner asked if I 
could send him any court decisions pertaining to smoking in the 
workplace, etc. He also asked for information if available con¬ 
cerning the cost of separating smokers and nonsmokers in the 
workplace.
